Mr. Jordan returned here after a 


_ fortnight’s visit to Poland made at the 


suggestion of the Polish authorities. 
During his visit he conferred. with 
Polish Government leaders and toured 
all the areas of Poland where the 
recently repatciated Jews are living. 

In a statement welcoming the 
Polish Government's co-operation, 
Jordan said: “We have a ‘long 
history of help and service to Polish | 
Jewry, which was broken off by the 
then Polish Government.on December: 


- 31, 1949. We left reluctantly, for the 


need of our services was great... . 
Our mission was well received and 
given every opportunity. to ‘see the 
repatriates, speak to them, and weigh 
their needs. They are, as yet, only > 
sketchily integrated into the economy: 
of the country, They are. largely 
unemployed and. find it. difficult to 
meet their daily requirements. Housing 
has been provided for them, but it is 
definitely. inadequate. In spite of 
what the Government jis doing, there

“In view of the fact that these nine 
to ten thousand those who 
continue to come out of Russia have 
no alternative and must remain where 
they are for the present, it is obvious 
that immediate social assistance in

bution Committee will be able to work

THE BIBLE IN ART 


Address to Jewish Hospital Medical 
Soc

Dr... Samuel Sacks, . the newly 
elected President of the London Jewish 
Hospital’ Medical Society, gave his 
presidential address to the Society at 
the Medical: Society of London (11 
Chandos Street, W.1), last week. . His 
predecessor in office, Dr. fsaac 
Gordon, who presided, paid tribute to 
Dr. Sacks as an authority on Hebrew 
and invested him with the presidential. 
badge. 


Three Categories 


Art and the Bible was the theme 
of Dr Sacks’s address. “There were 
three main. categories of art in rela- 
tion to the Bible, said Dr. Sacks: 
first, there was that which was devo- 
tional, whereby the artist was inspired 
by the spiritual importance and beauty 
of the Bible and had felt compelled 
to proclaim his discovery in his own 
way; secondly, there was 


not piety, not evangelistic, not even 
avowedly 
overwhelmed by the drama of the 
situations, by the personality of 
human beings, and the relevance of 
these to life; and finally, there was 
the Bible as decorative art, the adorn- 
ment of religious buildings, books, 
and other objects, primarily, but, in a 
wider sense, too, When there might be 
no thought of religious background. 


The last had been until recently, | 
said the speaker, the only outlet for . 
the Jewish artist ; for example, in the 


illumination of Pentateuchs and Hag- 


gadet, in the carvings of the taber- 


dramatic. 
art, in which the moving force was 


religious——-the artist was. 


nacle and its sacred vessels, and in 
the adornment of the synagogue. In 
short,. as. an auxjliary to worship, 
never as a substitute. Why was. this,

of the Bible had always been on. the 
fearful side. Not knowing precisely 
what was entailed they thought it best 
to prohibit and condemn all repre- 
sentation of religious -themes by 
Jewish artists, whatever they were and 
whatever the motives. The result had 
been that no Jewish artist could ever 
turn to the Bible for his inspiration. 
Thereforé. there was’ no’ Jewish reti- 
gious art as such. 


Chagall’s Work 


The great pictures of the Bible, at 
least until recently, said Dr. Sacks, 
had been by Gentiles. Recently there 
had been some changes : Chagall, for 
example, was a pioneer im breaking 
new ground, and now there were many 


artists taking their theme from the 


Bible. But the future might well see 
the rise of great schools of Jewish 
religious art, now that the reaction to 
tradition had changed. 

Dr. Sacks displayed a series of lan- 
tern slides of paintings to illustrate 
his subject. He also showed a _pic- 
ture of a stained-glass window, the 
work of Mr, David Hillman, which 
is in the Cricklewood Synagogue.

The External Relations Department 
of the Jewish Agency, which has been 
entrusted with the task of combating, 
in co-operation with other Jewish 


organisations, the Arab boycott of 
Israel, has created “adequate 
machinery” to cope with it, Mr. 


Meir Grossman, a member of the 
Jewish Agency Executive and head 


of the External Relations Department,

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JEWISH GRAMOPHONE RECORDS 


Amateur and Professional Performers 
By J. BENDA VID 


Among Jewish records I have 
recently listened to, few have 
appeared to me as much as Mod- 
zitzer Melave Malke Melodies, a 
Neginah Record, L.P., ten-inch, 
from New York. The director’ of 
the record, Elliot Birnbaum, a his- 
tory lecturer i in a New York college, 
conceived the idea of recording 
some of the Chassidic melodies 
which, in the circumstances of 
today, might be in danger of dying 
out, but which, thanks to modern 
science, may be “canned” for the 


interest and delight of posterity. 


This record contains a number of 
the zmiros of Motze Shabbos as sung 
by the Modzitzer Rav and his fol- 
lowers. They. are part of the remark- 
able tradition of Chassidic folk- 
music, Which does not necessarily 
depend on words but which also 
resorts naturally 
sheer “sound” singing to express its 

One or two of the 
tunes. on this record begin with the 
characteristic . “ bom-bom-bom” or 
bom-bom-ber-er-bom-bom” — which 
lead up to and into the words proper 
and which give that typical sense of 


excitement which affects even the least”

a pity that Mr. Silbermintz is made 
to do all the work alone, In fact, 
he takes most of the songs at much 
too slow a tempo—they are supposed 
to express joy; feligious joy, it is 
true, but that should not be translated 
into musical terms of the dirge.

According to 
a pamphlet just published here by the 
American Jewish Congress the “ crazy 
quilt” of Sunday laws in enforcing 
the Christian Sabbath on all 
Americans, discriminates against Jews 
and all seventh-day observers. | 
The ‘pamphlet. declares~ that 
American Jews should be particularly 
exercised by Sunday laws, since the 


most frequent victims of their enforce- 
ment are Orthodox Jews. A case in 
point is that of Sam Friedman and 
Sam Praska, kosher butchers on the 
Lower East Side of New York City, 
who were convicted in 1949 of the 


“crime ” of selling meat on Sundays. 


The American Jewish Congress took 
the case to the U.S.A. Supreme Court, 
but the appeal was dismissed. The 
fight, however, goes on. For the past 
five years, thirty Jewish — groups, 
banded together jn the Joint Com- 
mittee for a Fair Sabbath Law, have 
been working through the New York 
State Legislature for the revision of 
the Sunday laws.

the Soviet Union, but reserved the 


right to criticise that country. 

A resolution was adopted. stressing 
Mapam’s desire for the achievement 
of peaceful co-existence in the Middle 
East based on the economic co- 
operation of the peoples of the region. 
The. resolution also expressed regret 


that Russia had chosen to react to the 


Baghdad Pact “not by constructive 
socialistic methods” but by methods 
more in keeping with Western diplo- 
macy.

The conference called upon Russia 
to allow a Jewish cultural renaissance 
to take place and to permit the 
emigration to Israel of Soviet Jews.

In the Talmud (Succah 11b) two 
sages discuss. what kind of material 
the tabernacles were built of in the 
desert... Rabbi Akiba holds that 
they were real tabernacles T7210 
wea while Rabbi Eliezer main- 


tains that God made the tabernacles 
out of. the 


pillars of cloud 
WAS (see also. Sefer Ha- 
Hinuch, Mitzva 325). Thus God 
provided. tabernacles for all the 
‘children of Israel irrespective of 
age, rank, and status, Everyone 
found a place in God's tabernacles. 
The welfare and peace of a people 
does not depénd: on one section, 
but on all sections, each section 


making. its own specific contribu- . 


tion. Therefore each section must 
realise that the contribution of the 
other is as important and valuable 
as its own. The underlying idea 


is that of equality. As. Philo 


remarks: “It teaches equality the 
first principle and beginning of 
justice . . . and that it is becoming 
also, after witnessing the perfection 
of all fruits of the year, to give 
thanks to the Being who has made 
them perfect” (Jew. Enc. xi, p. 660). 
.The peace of mind of 
the individual leads to peace in the 
community, the country, and the 


world. While we must work and _ 


pray at all times for universal . 
peace, it is. especially during the 
Feast of Tabernacles that we prayed 
and still pray for the erection of 
the Universal Tabernacle of Peace 
In days of old, as 
long as the Temple stood jn Jeru- 
salem, 70 offerings were offered up 
in it for the welfare and peace of 
the (traditional) 70 nations of the 
world (Num. Rabba xxi, 24) and 


since the ‘establishment of the 


State of Israel a special prayer is 
offered up on Mount Zion for the 


peace of the world. 
It is related in the Talmud 


(Aboda Zara 3a) that,God says to 
the nations of the world that He 
possesses a light precept whose 
name is Succah which can_ be 


easily fulfilled and without much 


cost. Since it is easily obtained and 


‘cheaply acquired, every nation. is 


anxious to erect a tabernacle, but 
each nation builds jts - own 


tabernacle on the top of its own 
roof, higher than the other, God 


sees through the insincerity of the 


builders and He causes the sun to 


blaze forth and they abandon their 
tabernacles. | 

This simple Talmudic story 
manifests the real reason why the 
nations of the world have been and 
still are unable to build the 
Universal Tabernacle of Peace. 
Each nation thinks only of its own 
tabernacle, of its own needs and 
wants, and cares either not at all 
or very little for those of others. 
The result is an arms race. It is 


“most tragic and pathetic. to watch 


how the nations pursue their own 
ends, spending vast sums of money 
which they cannot afford on the 
production of destructive weapons 
of gigantic proportions, when 
harmony and peace among them 
could be brought about ‘Without 
much cost if there were only 
a genuine desire, a spirit of give 
and take, of erecting the Universal 
Tabernacle of Peace, with each 
nation contributing its share 
according to its own resources and 
ability. | 

The Universal Tabernacle of 
Peace will be erected only if all.the 
nations of the world. individually 
and collectively are ready to look 
up to God for guidance and inspir- 
ation. - Then mankind can hope 
“that m our’ days our: Heavenly 
Father will spread the Tabernacle 
of Peace over all the dwellers on 
earth.”

7OTH YEAR 


By JULIUS JUNG 


HE establishment. of the 


London in 1887, as recalled 
recently in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
encourages me to record the begin- 
nings of the Federation and some- 
thing of the man responsible for 
founding that institution. : 
Samuel Montagu was. born in 
Liverpool in December, 1832. He 
came with his parents to London 
in 1847 and six years later he estab- 
lished himself as a foreign banker. 
He was a self-made man, who, by 
dint of his own toil, made his way 


small beginnings to great 


success. His greatest satisfaction 
lay in the fact that during the whole 
of his career none could reproach 
him with having sacrificed his reli- 
gious principles, failed in an engage- 
ment, or left a promise unfulfilled. 

Montagu looked upon the poor, 
destitute Jews then arriving in 
their thousands terror-stricken from 
Tsarist Russia not as undesirable 


foreigners but as brethren who had 


been wickedly treated by a cruel 
Government. He saw beyond their 
tattered, shabby garments and their 
frequently unkempt appearance, to 
discover their crushed, agonised 
souls, their deep longing for a 
peaceful existence, and their deter- 
mination at all costs to keep up the 
traditions of their parents as strictly 
Orthodox ‘Jews, 


Wretched Conditions 


He would visit their homes, learn 
to know their wretched economic 


_ conditions; he would inspect the 


little associations or “chevras” 
they had formed, which combined 
the functions and advantages of a 
benefit society with those of a syna- 
gogue and a Beth Hamedrash. 
Those chevras. were usually situ- 
ated in a small alley or at the end 
of a dark, narrow court, frequently 
even in condemned houses,’ In

these. insanitary places he would 


find them after a hard day’s work 


praying with impressive devotion or 
engaged in a Talmudic discourse of. 
a high intellectual order, which 
presupposed extensive knowledge

from a foreign land. ; 
Montagu decided to help his 
brethren with all his might to 
themselves in this 
country. as useful citizens, to 
encourage and strengthen their reli- 
gious beliefs, and to help them to 
disperse from the overcrowded East 
End to places like Dalston, Tot- 
tenham, and Edmonton, there see- 
ing that they were provided with 


regular services, religion classes, 


and a kosher butcher. 
Advice to Amalgamate 


As time went by Montagu would 
meet informally the heads of the 
chevras...or. minor. synagogues. of 
East London, to influence them not 
to remain isolated but to federate 
and, if possible, to close those 
chevras. which were meeting in 
insanitary conditions and combine 


their congregations with neighbour- 


ing chevras. 

On Sunday, October 16, 1887, the 
first preliminary public meeting of 
the chevras took place at the Spital 


Square Synagogue, when it was 


simply decided to hold another 
meeting on November 6 to discuss 
practical plans for the formation 
of a “ Federation of Chevras.” This 
second meeting was duly held and 


the “Federation of Minor Syna-. 


gogues”’ was established on, that 
date, comprising 16 chevras or 
synagogues. (The word “ Minor” 
was removed on February 17, 1889, 
at the special request of Sandy's 
Row Synagogue, then the second 
largest in London.) The number 
grew rapidly, although Montagu 


barred mercilessly any synagogue 
that was housed in insanitary con- 


ditions or had fewer than. fifty 


members. He generously helped 
the chevras to pay for necessary 
repairs to their buildings. He would 


advance large sums of money, free | 


of interest, for the erection of new 
synagogues, the money to be repaid 
to the Trustees of the Federation. 
Countering Atheism 

When. he noticed, during the 
tailors’ strike of 1889, that some 
atheists were endeavouring to 


influence Jewish working men, he 


appealed to the Federation, com- 
posed of a large number of 
observant Jews, to counter this 
serious evil by. appointing a maggid 
Or minister, who would on week- 
days devote . himself. to — visiting 
members in the East End and 
advising them in case of need, and. 
generally promote the objects of the 
Federation. On Sabbaths and Fes- 
tivals the minister would have to 
speak twice in such synagogues as 
the Board of the Federation might 
direct. Thus Rabbi Dr. M. Lerner 


_was appointed first minister of the 


Federation of Synagogues on 
January 30, 1890. 

Dr. Lerner informed Mr. 
Montagu that, apart from the large 
number of small chevras, there were 
also some 250 chedarim in the East 
End attended between 5 and 9 p.m. 
daily by over 2,000 boys from the 
ages of five to 14. In some places 
the rooms were fitted with forms or 
desks as schoolrooms, though in a 
large number of cases a bedroom 
or kitchen was used for teaching, 
sometimes even with a sick wife or 
child in the bedroom or with cook- 
ing or washing going on in the 
kitchen. In nearly every instance 
the surroundings were most insani- 
tary and teachers lived in the most 
abject poverty. Besides the chedarim 


there were Talmud Torah classes in — 


Steward Street, where about 800 
boys were given instruction during 
the same hours. 

The Jews’ Free School and the 


other Board schools were attended 


by over 7,000 Jewish children,. of. 


whom quite 2,000 went in the even- 
ing also to the chedarim, their 
parents being dissatisfied with the 
progress and the short time (nine 
hours per week) devoted in the 
schools to Hebrew and religion. 
Samuel Montagu helped finan- 
cially to provide more. suitable 
accommodation for classes, to close 
unsuitable ones, and to get better 
salaries for the teachers; he then 
appealed to the Jews’ Free School 
to increase the hours of Hebrew 
instruction and to the School Board 
to appoint more Jewish teachers 


‘and pupil teachers. where Jewish 


pupils were in a large majority, 
because the religious framning of 
children, who form the coming 
generation, was a matter of the 
highest importance to Judaism. 
He formed a Sabbath Observance 
Society, to arrange, in conjunction 
if possible with other Sabbath 


Observance Societies, for a public 
meeting of Jewish working. people 
to enforce the claims of Sabbath 


observance on their conscience. He © 


appéaled to the Chief Rabbi to 
interview heads of Jewish firms to 
keep -their businesses closed on 
Saturdays and not to compel their 
employees to desecrate the Sabbath. 
If an association of employees 
would combine to help its members 
to keep the Sabbath and to assist 
them. when out of employment 
because of their refusal to desecrate 
the Sabbath, he would co-operate 


with them by. a donation not exceed-

We build a large Suceah along 
the length of the entire balcony, and 
decorate it with gold and silver 
paper(s), with drawings and pictures, 
and other decorations. 

When we finish building the Succah 
I go to: buy. Arba Minim: lulav, 
willow branches, myrtle fwigs, and 
citron. It is a mitzva to buy a fine 
etrog of a good quality. 

The first evening in the Suceah |

a festive meal and lavs the table inside 
the Succah.

The Man Who Missed Greatness

israel Zangwill did: not want a 
biography to be written on him. AS 
he said in a fetter to a correspon- 
deat, “The difference. between facts 
and truth is my real objection to 
biographies.” Of course. the bare 
fucts of a man’s career may be known, 
but the whole inward truth of his 
thoughts. which are the mainsprings 
of his actions (translated into 
facts) can never be estimated, 
probably not even by himself. But 
from the facts one may often deduce

Nevertheless. whatever. Zangwill 
said. or thought. a biography -of him 
was necded if liferary history alone 
was. to be gustified: And in this case 
there is more than Wterary history:

- This is 
an age. of avid curiosity, of — the 
profile,” the silhouette,” - the 
“portrait gallery.” of analysis, of 
dissection, of waking up-to ourselves.

facts; if good biographies dependéd 


on the all-embracing quality of their 
writers’ store of facts, then this would 
be ene of the best yet written. 
Nothing, in cffect, is massing which 
will serve to illuminate every aspect 
of every interest that Zangwill ever 
threw himself into. But as biography 
is essentially a section of history we 


need -a littl “ Namierism” its 
execution and just a bare 
cataloguc. | 


Mr. Leftwich has not overlooked this 
need. In fact, he has overwhelmed 


us with the breadth and depth of the 


atmosphere with which he hag sur- 
rounded the central figure. With a 
passionate devotion and headlong zci! 
he has atialysed every tiny detajl of 
Zangwills writings and actions. and, 
by apt quotation, has educed implicit! 
the emotions and thoughts which 
swayed them into being. Whether i 


be as novelist (and he was in the fore- 


most ranks. of this exacting trade), as 
playwright, as Zionist: as Terri- 
torialist, as Englishman, and as Jew, 
even aS prophet-——he. was every one 
and all of these-—Zangwill is evoked 
for us in all his tempestaous truth. 
Yet there is something lacking, 


which is. perhaps, not Mr. Leftwich’s 


fault. The fault may lic jn his sub- 
ject—-the man who just missed real 
greatness and Whose works are now

JEWISH SERVICEMEN IN ADEN 


‘Importance of Religious Teaching 


To the Editor of THE Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Three English Jews doing 
their National Service in Aden were 
the guests of ‘the Jewish community 
for the Festivals. They were accom- 
modated in private apartments in the 
Jewish school and attended the syna- 
gogue services and were entertained 
by a different family for every meal 
during the Festivals. They are very 
popular with the community and keen 


‘social workers, especially with the 
Scouts and other youth groups.

Facilities 
Should be available in all homes and 
synagogues for finding out, Youth 
demands logical reasons, and rightly, 
for its solemn action, Given them, 
the decisions can be fairly made. The 
spirit should be allowed to assert itself 
according to its desires. 


It is every Jew’s duty, regardless of | 


his personal beliefs and practices, to 


see that Jewish youth has the oppor- 


tunity to know itself. Not even 
doubters, they often turn their backs 
on what they do not know. It is 
important for Judaism, jit is important 
for personal happiness that all Jewish 
youth be equipped with the facts and 
the understanding of Judaism, Belief 
only is their problem and must be 
found by those concerned: for if it 
is to be the right kind of belief they 
must find it themselves—but if it is 
to be a good job they must be pro- 


vided with the right tool, and their 


tool is knowledge, 

It has been an experience, a privi- 
lege, and pleasure to observe the 
Anglo-Jewish Servicemen acquire 
interest, respect, belief, and practice 
in their heritage—truly a redemption. 
1 am sure that for most of them it 
is a true. beginning of what should 
have been theirs long ago. As .a 
teacher, I say the primary duty. is 
with the parents ; for the teacher and 
rabbi the primary duty is with the 
parents, though, of course, all must 
help all in the common cause:

THE VOICE OF ZION 
Israel Zangwill’s Choice 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin.—The Rev. S. Levy, in his letter 
(published in your September 20 issue) 
refers to his review of Israel Zang- 
will’s book “ The Voice of Jerusalem,” 
which appeared in your columns 37 
years ago, in which he stressed the 
difference between Zion and = Jeru- 
salem. He also thought that the book 


should have been called “The Voice 


of Zion.” and in this connection it 


may be of interest to recall how Zang- 


will came to adopt the title. — 

It arose from a communication by 
the Washington correspondent of THE 
Times during the First World War, 
1914 to 1918, in which he referred to 
Jacob Schiff's proposal to end the war 
as ““German Press Campaign.” Zang- 


will replied to this in a characteristic 


letter which appeared in THe Times 
on November 25, 1914, in which he 
described Jacob Schiff as “ this noblest 


of millionaires.” and “ one of the most. 


patriotic Americans,” recalling also 
that one of his ancestors was Chief 
Rabbi of the Great Synagogue in Lon- 
don in the eighteenth century. — 
Zangwill concluded that Jacob 


Schiff “‘ speaks not as the mouthptece 


of Berlin, but with the voice of Jeru- 
salem,” and it was this that inspired 
him to choose the title to his famous

A stamp in honour of Max Rein- 
hardt, the world-famous theatrical 


producer, has just been issued in the 


Western Sector of Berlin. The stamp, 
which has a portrait of Reinhardt, is 
one of a series known as “ Famous 
Men in Berlin’s History.” It is a

Obituary 


MR. R. LINCOLN 


The death occurred on Sunday at 
his home in Golders Green, London, 
of Mr. Reuben Lincoln, the com- 
munal worker and former minister. 
He was aged 76. 

Mr. Lincoln was born in London 
and was educated at London Uni- 
versity and Jews’ College. After serv- 
ing as am Army Chaplain in the Boer 
War he became minister of the Read- 
ing Congregation in 1902. In the 
same year he went to Bradford, where 


turing his ministry, which lasted until 


;908, he was instrumental in raising 
the funds required to build the syna-— 


gogue im Spring Gardens. 


On resigning from the Bradford 
Mr. Lincoln became a solicitor, 
but in 1915 he returned to the ministry 
at Merthyr Tydfil. During the First 
World War he served again as an 
Army Chaplain. After the war he 
went to the United States, and 
ministered to congregations in New 
jersey and New York. He later 
returned to England and resumed his — 
practice as a solicitor. 

He was Chairman of the Kashrus 
Commission from 1928 to 1940. In 
1934 he endowed. toecther with his 
wife, the Golders Green Beth Hame- 
drash and. Lincoln Institute. The 
couple celebrated their golden wed- 
ding earlier this year. 

While -he was Chairwian of the 
Commission Mr. Lincoln 
helped to arrange for the installation 
of a kosher kitchen in the Queen 
Mary. 

Mr. Lincoln survived’ by. his 
widow and three sons. one of whom 
F. Ashe Lincoln, OC.

Before leaving the hospital he made 


inquiries. It did not take. long to 
establish Jacob Ritter’s identity, 

A week later. Jacob Ritter received 
a summons for assault and battery. 
He felt a sense of relief. Since the 
incident he had found life heavy and 
irksome. He felt that the court would 
give him its sympathy and re-establish 
his faith in his new-found country. 
inability to -express himself 
frightened him, however. It was not 
just the Hebrew. He .could not 
imagine himself standing in the dock 
and baring the innermost recesses. of 


his: heart before the impassivity of. the 


law. And so he scraped together: his 
savings and engaged a lawyer. 

The day of the trial came. Fhe 
lawyer, who had been cold and 
unemotional with his client, made an 
impassionrd appeal to sentiment. He 
extracted every ounce of emotion from 
the death of -Moses and Anneliese 
Ritter. He contrasted the life of the 
persecuted Jacob Ritter in war-time 
Germany with the taunt thrown at 
him by Zvi. He pleaded that the 
special circumstances justified -his 
client’s loss of temper, and that the 
striking of the °* Guardian of the 
Sabbath” could ‘not, therefore, be 
regarded as a clear-cut case of assault. 
but rather a reflex action.

Jacob Ritter was called to the 
witness-box. He. testified quietly, in 
halting Hebrew. He had not liked to 
listen to a stranger telling the tale of 
his children in’ the Nazi. death- 
chambers. He confirmed facts, denied 
nothing. The hope that the court, the 
sovereign expressivn of the new 
Jewish State, would see his point of 
view became dimmer. They were try- 
ing to‘establish whether he was legal!) 
hable for assault.. Probably. he was. 


His motives. might bring tears to the 


eyes of some people in the courtroom, 
but they did not seem to concern the 
judge. The law had to be enforced. 
He was vaguely reflecting that these 
people who accused him and judged 
him had none of his. urgent need to 
find ‘a ‘justification for living, and he. 
became confused tn his answers. 
Zvi was confident and tactful. 
It was forbidden to distribute milk 
after the shofar had sounded on 
Friday. it was his duty to, point this 
out to offenders. He did not remem- 
ber the exact words he had used to the 
prisoner, but admitted he had been 
annoyed. He had. been struck by a 
milk can, suffered from. concussion. 


and spent some days in hospital. [' 


all hung together and made a good 
impression. 

Jacob Ritter was sentenced to a fine 
of I£75 or a week in gaol. He had 
no money left to pay the fine. On the 
filth day of his incarceration the 
warder noticed that ‘he was behaving 
queerly, talking to himself, and meet- 
ing all inquiries with a blank stare. 
psychiatrist“ was fetched and 
pronounced that something had 
snapped in the prisoner's mind— -prod- 
ably owing to the strain created by the 
loss of his family and his experiences 
in Germany. Jacob Ritter was trans- 
ferred to a mental institution, where 
he died two years later, 


Zvi soon forgot the incident. 
He became active.in focal politics, and

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AIDING JEWS 
FROM RUSSIA 


Polish Appeal 


From a Correspondent 


_ A special appeal to Jews abroad 
to come to the aid of Jews in Poland 
repatriated from the Soviet Union 
has been broadcast in Yiddish over 


Warsaw Radio. 


The broadcast, quoting an article in 
the Fotxs-Sztyme, stated that there 
were over 8,000 repatriated persons 
who had returned to Poland from 
Siberia and other remote areas of the 
U.S.S.R., and that. several more 
thousands were expected in the next 
few months. 

While the Polish authorities, the 
broadcast maintained, had taken 
measures to. assist persons who had 
returned, many of those repatriated 
were still finding difficulty in starting 
life afresh and were in need of aid. 
it was therefore understandable, the 
broadcast. stated, that the repatriated 
people from the Soviet Union while 
“not stretching out their hands for 
” had a right to expect friendly 
help from. all organisations which 
could’ assist them. 
When © friendly 
what do you need,” the reply is that 
they need any kind of help which can 
contribute to making them indepen- 
dent-—above all, constructive help. 

The Cultural and Social Association 
of Jews in Poland, jointly wyth the 
Federation of Jewish Religious Con- 
the broadcast stated, had

Jewish Groups Support 
Plea.

New 
Fourteen of the principal American 
organisations, including four Jewish 
groups, on-Monday lodged an appeal 
in the United States Supreme Court in 
defence of the constitutional rights of. 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Coloured People to 
‘enjoy freedom. of. association. 
The appeal was formally lodged by 
Mr. Leo Pfeffer, the Director of the 
American Jewish Congress Commis- 


sion on Law and Social Action, acting — 


on behalf of the group, which, in 
addition to the Congress, includes the 
American Jewish Committee, the 
Anti-Defamation League of the B'nai 
B'rith, and the United Synagogue of 
America, the organisation of Conser- 
vative congregations. 

The 14 organisations are asking the 
Supreme Court to review a decision 


of the Alabama Lower Court fining . 


the N.A.A.C.P. $100,000 for refusing 
to divulge its Alabama membership 
list and adjudging the 
thereby to be guilty of contempt of 
court. 


Assault on Freedom 


The organisations, in their petition 
to the Supreme Court, contend that 
the Alabama court decision con- 
stitutes an “assault on freedom of 
association” and they declare: 
“today it is the N.A.A.C.P. which is 

subjected to attack; tomorrow the 
same measures may be taken against 
any group supporting a cause Opposed 
by State officials.” 


The petition adds that it.is obvious | 


that “* Alabama is not only attempting 
to maintain a State- wide segregation 
pattern but is also working for the 
destruction of all organised opposi- 
tion. Alabama's effort to expel the 
N.A.A.C.P. has therefore placed in 
jeopardy the fundamental constitu- 


tional rights of individuals to join 


together to form associations in order 
to. express ant to advance their 
views.’

Great Power rivalry, she continued, 
had brought about a deterioration of 


the situation in the Middle East. While 


reserving her strongest criticism for 
the Soviet arms flow to Syria and 
Egypt, she also deplored the shipment 
of arms by the West to other Arab 
countries no less hostile to Israel. She 
estimated that in the past three years 
the combined defence expenditures of 
Jordan, Syria, Iraq, and Egypt had 
amounted to at least £33,214,000. 
Giving a moving account of Israel's 
attempts to resettle the new immi- 
rants who continue to pour into the 
Sate. Mrs, Meir restated the reasons 


why Israel is unable to repatriate the . 


Arab refugees. She urged that a 
solution to the problem be found to 
put an end to Arab attempts to use 
the refugees to further a hostile policy 
to Israel. 

Following the conclusion of her 
speech Mrs. Meir was warmly. greeted 
by the Ceylon delegate, Sir Ratnakirti 
Gunewardene. The Persian delegate, 
Mr. Nasrollah Entezam, described her 
speech as “ excellent and marvellous,” 


and she was also congratulated by the 


British delegate, Sir Pierson Dixon, 
and the French representative, M. 
Georges Picot. 
Dr, Yusef Haikal, the Jordan dele- 
oe. suggested the establishment of 
“ Commitiee for the Custodianship 
of Arab Properties in Israel” to 


administer and their main- 


tenance, to collect their revenues, and 
to distribute them to the Arab 
refugees pendjng a settlement of the 
Palestine problem. He estimated the 
total value of the properties to be 
about £4,285.714,300 and their yearly 
revenue to amount 40 
‘£53,571 000. 

The meeting here Mrs, 
Meir and Mr. Gromyko, reported 
briefly in our last week’s issue, is 
understood to have been an unpleasant 
one. While it was devoted exclu- 


sively to the possibility of improv- 


ing Israeli-Soviet relations it can be 
said that this object was in no way 
furthered by the talks, 

Contrary to Cairo reports that Mr. 
Gromyko gaye Mrs. Meir a 
warning regarding Israel's Middle 
East policy, it is learned here that it 
was Mrs. Meir who took the initiative 
in condemning Russia's policy in the 
region which, she declared, menaced 
Israel's very existerice and threatened 
peace in the entire area. 

Mr. Gromyko, however, remained 
unmoved. It is understood that the 
Soviet delegate left Mrs. Meir in no 


doubt that Russia considers America. 


to be her principal antagonist in the 
Middie East area, and that she is 
determined to exploit Arab hatred of 
Israel and to turn it against the United 
States.
